TER messages from the Normandy war front last night

R stated that four American spearheads are cutting through 
the German forces and over-rusming the whole of the Brittany 


peninsula. 


Moving swiftly along the north coast and to the 


west, south-west, and south, they are nearing the port of

German reports stated that one American armoured. thrust 
had broken into Chateaubriant, 30 miles south of Rennes, and 
was pushing on to the Loire estuary town of Nantes. British 
tanks pushed into the northern outskirts of Villers Bocage 


yesterday. 


American armoured columns 
advancing down the roads of 
Brittany are still meeting no signs 
of organised resistance. 

The Germans are also on the 
move in the Americans’ north-east 
sector, having withdrawn from 
practically the whole of their big 
Villedieu-Percy-Tessy salient. 


Indications are that they are 
pulling out from the whole area 
between Mortain, whose capture 
was announced on Thursday, and 
Vire. Only rearguards have been 
encountered, and two Panzer 
divisions seem to have been 
withdrawn. 


From Vire to Caen, however, the 
Germans are standing and “fighting, 
apparently determined to hold 
grimly to the hinge of their line. 
Around Vire itself the position is 
very confused. One of the many 
conflicting reports is that British 
troops are fighting the German 
garrison in the northern outskirts. 

An American patrol has entered 
Barenton, six miles south-east of 
Mortain. U.S. troops have occupied 
the northern part of the Forest of 
St. Sever—one of the chief German 
ammunition dumps in Normandy, 


NEW THREAT 


British tanks and infantry raised 
a sharp new threat to Villers 
Bocage with the capture of Villy 
Bocage, 1,200 yards to the north- 
east.

News Agency commentator, re- 
ported last night a “growing im- 
pression that the Americans are 
trying to copy Russian methods in 
their breaking through into Eastern 
Brittany.” tes 

“They are driving narrow shock 
columns of tanks forward along a 
few highways, and as many as 
possible across country, irrespective 
of lateral connections or con- 
tinuous rear communications,” ne 
said. “They try to capture unde- 
fended towns and weak bases by 
shock methods. They avoid or 
by-pass the strongly defended 
German strongpoints.” 


WITHDRAWAL 


American spearheads this morn- 
ing broke into Chateaubriant, 30 
miles south of Rennes, and are now 
pushing towards Nantes, another 35 
miles on, said a German News 
Agency report. 

“Between Caen and the town of 
Vire,” the German account added, 
“The German troops have with- 
drawn several miles to man a more 
favourable defence line. How the 
line runs cannot be divulged in 
detail, so as not to betray targets to 
the enemy.” 

Marshal Rommel is moving 
armour west from the Caen sector 
to the area beyond the Orne, where 
his forces are threatened by the 
rapidly-developing British and 
American thrusts. 


Vatican Pleads

“The belligerents have reached 
a point where it is needed: to pre- 
serve life to face, existence again 
after this inferno IS finished.

can no longer be expected.”

A statement from Hitler's H.Q., 
broadcast by the German Radio 
last night, stated: — ‘ 

_ “The Army, in order to vindicate 
its. honour, has requested the 
Fuechrer to carry out, as soon as 
sSible, a ruthless purge to cleanse 
it of the last criminal who took 
part in the attempt of July 20th, 
and thereby re-establish the honour 
of the Army. i 
“ “Tt is the wish of the Army that 
after the purge the culprits shall be 
handed over to the people’s justice. 

“The Fuehrer has agreed to this 
request, especially since it was the 
Army itself, which, by its quick and 
energetic action, nipped in the bud 
the treacherous attempt, and has 
decreed: —A court of honour is to 
enquire into the antecedents of 
Field Marshals and Generals of the 
Army to find out who took: any 
part whatever in the attempt,and they 
should be expelled from the Army, 
or, being under suspicion, should 
be dismissed for the time being. 


‘MEMBERS OF COURT 


“The Fuehrer has appointed as 
members of this court of honour 
General Field-Marshal Keitel, 
Field-Marshal von Runstedt, 
Colonel (General Guderian, General 
of Infantry Schroth, Lieutenant- 
General Specht.

German Unity

The last speaker was Herr 
Himmler, who gave a. detailed 
report of the events of July 20th,

many into unconditional unity,” he 
said. “More united than ever 
before, the German people will pass 
the greatest and force a decision in 
the war.” 

Dr Gwebbels said: “The his- 
torical task of the party is to urge 
the nation to make its utmost effort 
to give a new and decisive turn to 
the war. There is a tremendous 
invincible potential of strength 
latent in the German people when 
it is fully. mobilised. To exploit 
this to the full and set it in motion 
is vital for the whole nation and a 
matter of honour for our leadership.

BEXIND the story of the remark- 

able cures achieved by the use 
of Irish penicillin, revealed recently 
in the J/rish Times, lies a little- 
known tale of sixteen years’ un- 
remitting research by the publicity- 
shy, middle-aged London _bac- 
teriologist, Dr. Fleming, who dis- 
covered the drug. It is a story of 
set-backs, of disappointments, then 
of progress, and of ultimate success. 
Like many of the world’s great 
discoveries, the finding of the drug 
was purely accidental. 

It was as far back as 1928 that 
Dr. Alexander Fleming, M.B., 
B.S., F.R.C.S., first discovered a 
growth of the now famous 
Penicillium notatum (from the 
Latin for pencil—the shape of the 
magnified mould) while working in 
his old-fashioned laboratory at St. 
Mary’s Hospital Medical School, 
University of London. One day 
when examining staphylococci 
(bacteria) growing in small glass 
culture dishes he noticed that a 
blue-green mould had spoiled one 
of his cultures and had cleared a 
wide bacteria-free area around 
itself. Realising that he was on 
the verge of some tremendous dis- 
covery, Dr. Fleming stuck a loo 
of platinum wire into the mould, 
then dipped it in a test-tube con: 
taining mould-nutrient. Ín less 
than a week a mat of the mould 
had grown. at the mouth of the tube 
and a half-inch of cloudy liquid 
had formed below it.. When 
diluted 800 times this liquid pre- 
vented staphylococci from growing 
at all, and was, therefore, three or 
four times as strong as pure car- 
bolic acid. It was the first crude 
penicillin ever produced. 

After this initial discovery there 

med no reason why the drug— 
lied penicillin by Dr. Fleming— 
hould not be produced on a com- 
ercial scale. But. eleven further 
ears of research followed without 
ppreciably changing thé position.

of the drug ran out. Throughout 
the winter of 1942 the. U.S, pro- 
duced enough to treat about 50 
patients. But it was the Boston 
Coconut Grove fire that first put 
penicillin into large-scale produc- 
tion. Impressed by the results 
achieved with it in the treatment of 
the victims’ burns, doctors demanded 
‘eager in large quantities, Soon 
ig drug and chemical manu- 
facturers were running up penicillin 
factories costing $20,000,000. Now 
it is being produced in sufficient 
quantity to provide for the needs 
not only of the U.S. armed forces, 
but. to allow for a civilian alloca- 
tion as well. | 

Aithough little is yet known of 
the drugs seemingly vast poten- 
tialities, it is already claimed as 
effective in the treatment of syphillis, 
gonorrhea, pneumococcus menin- 
gitis, cerebro-spinal meningitis; 
ear, eye, nose and throat complica- 
tions; bacterial endo-carditis, 
cellulitis (inflammation of the body 
tissue), myocarditis (inflammation 
of the heart muscle), osteomyelitis 
(inflammation of the bone: marrow), 
ulcers, burns and infected wounds.

REACHED 
BY ALLIES 


SOUTH AFRICAN troops of the 
_ Eighth Army reached the out- 
skirts of Florence early yesterday 
morning, according to an announce- 
rom Allied Advance H.Q., 
Italy, quoted by Astley Hawkins, 
Renter's ial ggpebhe yee 

econnaissance patrols, working 
‘forward to gain contact with the 
Germans, found five out of ‘six 
bridges over the Arno. within the 


city already destroyed. The sixth, 


the Ponte Vecchio, was found in- 
tact, but houses were demolished 
on either side to cause road blocks. 

Both the river banks are reported 
to have been mined, and Spandau 
guns have been mounted in the 
Florentine houses lining the water- 
front.. Germans in the northern 
part of the city are directing their 
fire on advancing Allied infantry 
and armour. 

New Zealanders, advancing from 
Giogoli, are less than four miles 
from the Pitti Palace, 15th century 
storehouse of art treasurés, on the 
south bank of the Arno. * 

At Impruneta, which has .been 
entered by. British guardsmen, 
German parachutists put up a fierze 
The town had been re- 
duced to a mass of rubble by Allied 
tanks and artillery. 

Patrols driving up the Arezzo- 
Florence road south-east of Florence 
have entered the town of Incisa, on 
the Arno, which they found clear of 
Germans. A double spearhead of 
Churchill and Sherman tanks and 
infantry is moving north along both 
sides of the Arno towards the sharp 
bend seven miles’ north of Incisa, 
where the river switches westwards 
to enter Florence from the east. 

Along the west coast, Fifth Army 
small arms fire is breaking up re- 
peated German attempts to cross the 
Arno, near Pisa, from the north to 
the south bank in sma!l boats.— 
(Reuter.) 


Allied Fleet ‘‘ Near 


Japan ”’ 


_ Vichy Radio said early this morn- 
ing:—“ A powerful enemy fiset has 
been seen cruising in waters off the 
Bonin islands.” 

Bonin islands are 550 miles south- 
east of Japan.—(Reuter.) 

The Vichy report added :—*“ The 
appearance of the enemy fleet, com- 
prising aircraft carriers, cruisers 
and destroyers, was preceded by 
three successive air attacks against 
the cities. The powerful enemy 
fleet is cruising in the vicinity of 
the Archipelago.”

Farm Workers 
Demand Wage 
Of £3 a Week 


QGEVERAL thousand Co. Dublin 
farm labourers are threatening 
to take strike action if their demands 
for better wages and conditions are 
not coriced next Tuesday. 
The Workers Union of Ireland has 
written to a number of farmers 
setting out their claims, and asking 
for a reply by Tuesday. 
Agricultural labourers are paid 
from £2 ls. to £2 6s. per week, and 
overtime is paid when a 54-hour 
week is exceeded. The men point 
out that the Government under the 
new migratory scheme has fixed the 
rate of pay for wokers at £3 3s. per 
week for far less arduous work. 
A spokesman told a reporter that 
it was quite clear on this occasion 
thé farm labourers Were very deter- 
mined and if there was not some 
recognition forthcoming the issue 
would be vigorously contested. 


NEGOTIATIONS 
Mr. J. ‘Larkin, T.D., told a 


reporter that farm labourers, fol- 
lowing a campaign in the county, 
were joining the Workers’ Union in 
very farge numbers. Negotiations 
had been “opened with individual 
farmers, and there seemed to be 
eneral recognition among the 
armers that the workers were 
entitled to an improvement in their 
wages and conditions. So far as 
the union was concerned it was 
anxious to have the matter settled 
without any disturbance. The diffi- 
culty was that there appeared to be 
no organised body of farmers who 
could deal with the matter through 
the ordinary form of. collective 
bargaining. The union was of 
opinion that it would be preferable 
if the dispute could be adjusted by 
a general agreement. In the light 
of the replies received from 
individual farmers he thought that 
no great difficulty would be met, 
but at the same time a collective 
settlement would be more satis- 
factory. 

Mr. Larkin said that the men 
were seeking a minimum wage of 
£3 per week of 48 hours with a 
half-day off each week, payment 
for overtime and wayment for 
Church holidays,. or alternatively 
for public holidays. 

It is understood that representa- 
tions have been made through the 
union to the’ Agricultural Wages 
Committee with a view to finding 
a basis of settlement. 


United States Headquarters,

Resigns 


The Finnish Government has re- 
signed, German Radio announced 
last night, quoting ‘what it de- 
scribed as an official statement by 
the Finnish Information Bureau. 
“Members of the Government 
placed their posts at the disposal 
of the new President, who asazed 
them to stay in office until the new 
Government was formed,” the 
Radio added. 

Marshal Mannerheim took the 
cath as President of the Finnish 
Republic yesterday. 

The Marshai said: “I am fully 
aware of my great responsibility. 
The difficulties which must be 
overcome are great. Trusting in 
God, and with. the support of the 
Parliament, the Government and 
the people, we hope to succeed in 
maintaining the independence and 
national existence of our people.”

Outside Warsaw large Soviet 
forces are massing on the Vistula 
waiting for the signal to cross, as 
the Soviet air force attacks German 
positions on the west bank.

“West of the River San, on 
Thursday, near Rozwadow and San- 
domierz,”: said the German com- 
mentator, Colonel von Hammer, 
last night, “a crisis developed, 
following a large-scale Soviet attack 
carried out ~ by — concentrated 
motorised forces and several in- 
fantry divisions. ne tank concen- 
tration was: particularly strong, and 
the Russians succeeded in breaking 
up the German lines ‘and gaining 
ground towards the west.” The gap 
was, in part; closed by German re- 
serves, he added. 

A German News Agency report 
stated that the left wing of the 
Narva front was the scene of major 
fighting yesterday. “The Russians 
attacked with nine rifle divisions 
and four tank corps. Grim fight- 
ing went on all day, but Soviet 
break-through attempts were 
smashed.” : i 

Last night's Soviet communigué 
stated that 40 places were captured 
west of Rezekne; 200 north-west 
and west of Kovno; 100, including 
two railway stations, south and 
south-west of Mariampole, where 
“resistance was overcome.” The 
communiqué stated also that 100 
places were captured south-west of 
Sandomierz (on the left bank of the 
Vistula, 120 miles south of War- 
saw), while 50 were taken west and 
north-west of Rzechow, and 40 
west and north-west of Kalusz (60 


U-Boat Sunk 


A U-boat recently tried to attack 
the United States 
Atlantic coast, the Navy Depart- 
ment announced in Washington yes- 
terday, but was sunk by escort 
destroyers after 90 minutes of 
furious battle. About a dozen of

Forty years have passed since 
the Abbey Theatre was ' born. 
During that period of time:it has. 


gone through ’ many vicissitudes, 


’ 


| It has thrived on criticism, even 


on open attack; but in its hey-. 
day it always Was a theatre of 
rebellion, and: its survival has 
been a triumph of artistic sincerity 
over prejudice and ignorance, It 
is not too much to say,that the 
“ Abbey,” under the direction of 
its two great sponsors, William 
Butler Yeats and Augusta, Lady 
Gregory, with that brilliant team 
of players, which included ‘the 
Fays, Arthur Sinclair and the All- 
good sisters, had a bigger and 
more potent influence upon the 
development of European drama 
than any other institution of its 
kind, not excluding the Moscow 
Art Theatre. The “Abbey” 
broke completely. away from the 
traditions of the nineteenth 
century. Its players introduced a 
style of acting, both natural. and 
spontaneous, that compelled, first, 
attention, then envy, and, finally, 
imitation, in every country that 
cultivated ‘the art of the theatre; 
and it did more than anything 
else to focus the eyes of the 
literary world upon the Irish 
revival. The “Abbey” became 
famous because it was different. 
Its artistic growth was quickened 
in the early days by Yeats, Synge 
and the other founder-writers; 
and later, when Ireland was 
suffering from the aftermath of 
political upheavals, by the stark 
but wholesome realism of Sean 
O’Casey. All the way through, 
however, its boards have been 
fed by an active and com- 
petent -school of native play- 
wrights, and graced by a 
continuous succession of men 
and women, whose acting pro- 
vided one of the most perfect 
examples of dramatic team-work 
in the history of the stage. Now, 
alas! there is a different story to 
tell. Since the death of Lady 
Gregory and Yeats, the “ Abbey ” 
has fallen upon undistinguished 
days. The “first-nighter” no 
longer visits the theatre in 
an eager spirit of adventure. 
Formerly a night at the “ Abbey ” 
was an exciting experience. Now 
the visitor gets an impression 
of tired, almost somnolent, 
mediocrity. New plays are rare; 
when they do appear, more often 
than not they are merely dull. 
The “ Abbey ” seems to have lost 
that quality which combined 
something of the crusaders 
driving force with the. quest- 
ing urge of the pioneer. . Old 
war-horses are being trotted 
out again and again. Some 
of them never can lose the 
freshpess of genius; but we fear 
that most of them long since have 
passed their prime. Some of the 
players are as good as ever they 
were. Others, for want of. in- 
spiring leadership, seem to have 
shed, if they ever possessed, that 
artistic enthusiasm which once 
lifted a humble. building in a 
Dublin side-street to a pinnacle 
overshadowing the theatres of the 
world. , 

What is wrong with the 
“ Abbey?” The correspondence 
which has been rugning in our 
columns during the last few weeks 
does not answer the question; but 
it provides a clue. For some time 
past the theatre has been sub- 
sidised by the State. Such an 
official subvention was long over- 
due; but it seems somehow as if 
financial security, on the whole, 
has tended to smother rather than 
to re-invigorate the spirit of enter- 
prise which once informed the 
National Theatre. The fact that 
other theatres are offering more 
attractive -salaries undoubtedly 
has had something to do with the 
recent exodus of a number of the 
“ Abbey’s” leading players; but 
that is by no means the whole 
story. The consensus of opinion 
is that the “Abbey” lacks 
artistic direction. Its whole 
tradition is Anglo-Irish. All its 
outstanding” plays have been 
written in the English language. 
All its brilliant actors and 
actresses have worked in the 
English tongue, ignoring the 
clipped and stilted traditions 
of London’s West End, and 
glorying in the Anglo-Irish 
idiom. Now it would appear 
that under its present Board 
of Directors an attempt is 
being made to change the whole 
basis upon which the ‘school of 
“ Abbey ” acting has been reared. 
Every new recruit is expected to 
have a knowledge of the Irish 
language. The Board is concen- 
trating upon the development of 
the Gaelic drama—in itself quite 
a praiseworthy object—but the 
Anglo-Irish theatre is suffering in 
the process. As some of our 
correspondents have pointed out, 
the policy of bi-lingualism is 
calculated to serve neither the 
Anglo-Irish flor the Gaelic drama, 
but, in the long run, to destroy 
them both. It is understood 
that. when the war is over 
a sum of £200,000 is likely 
to be spent by the Govern- 
ment in the re-building of 
the Abbey Theatre, in order to 
provide it with premises as 
adequate to its artistic purpose as, 
say, the National Theatre in 
Prague. Every patron of. the 
“Abbey” will applaud this pro- 
ject; but the whole plan must fail 
most -dismally if, in the meantime, 
the spirit of the.“ Abbey ” should 
be quenched, A* National Theatre 
can be built in a few months; it 
takes many years to create a 
school of acting and of play- 
writing such as that which 
made the “Abbey's” fame. in

—one cannot help feel- 
ing pleased at the return of what, 
after all, are old familiar faces. 
Ballydehob and Newtownmount- 
kennedy no longer will have to 
lurk in apologetic anonymity. The 
roads will lead, once again, to 
Cork and to Dublin, not into some 
misty and uncharted distance. 
Countrymen will be able to go 
about their business untroubled 
by the endless inquiries of way- 
farers—“ How far is it to Letter- 
kenny?”; for the- jnformation 
will be posted up boldly at every 
corner, in simple miles. The. way 
of the tourist has been hard for 
these last few years; for, much 
as the native may- desire to help, 
he often is unable to translate his 
topographical - knowledge. into 
terms which will be intelligible to 
the stranger. Who, when he was 
told that his journey was “ about 
two - miles,” could determine 
whether his informant was a 
modernist, who used the English 
reckoning, or a sturdy Gael who 
clung to the tradition of the Irish 
mile?
